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Hwys 83, 34, 13 closed, no travel advised in Emmons 
County due to water on roadway 
 
The North Dakota Department of Transportation (NDDOT) has closed U.S. Highway 83 at the 
north junction of N.D. Highway 13 at Linton due to water on the roadway and N.D. Highway 13 
is closed at the north junction of U.S. Highway 83. N.D. Highway 34 is also closed due to water 
over the roadway in 3 locations approximately 6, 9 and 11 miles east of Hazelton. Motorists are 
advised to use N.D. Highway 3 for an alternate route. Motorists are advised to use alternate 
state highways for detour routes. 
 
No Travel Advised for Emmons County due to water over the roadway at multiple locations. 
The Emmons County Emergency Manager advises staying off all county gravel roads.  
 
There is also water over the roadway, but traffic will still be allowed on: 

 N.D. Highway 1804 at the junction of Moffitt Road and the Emmons County Line.
